HE Renault factories at Billan- 
court, on the Paris outskirts, 
were attacked by a large force 


of American heavy bombers yester- 


gay. 

The British Air Munistry and 
European Theatre of Operations, 
United States Army, announce that 
a large force of Flying Fortresses, 
B 17's, of the United States Army 
Fighting Air Force made the day- 
light attack on the Renault motor 
-ehicle and armament works at Bil- 
lancourt, on the outskirts of Paris, 
vesterday. The weather was clear, 
and the target was heavily and 
accurately bombed, and left on fire. 
Strong opposition by enemy fighters 
was encountered on the return, and 
25 were destroyed by the Fortresses. 
The final total will not be announced 
until all combat reports have been 
assessed. Over the French coast 
Roval Air Force, Dominion and 
Allied fighters, covering the with- 
drawal of the bombers, joined in the 
eombat, and destroyed eight of the 
enemy. Four bombers and seven 
fighters are missing. 

The German radio last night said: 
“This afternoon United States 
hombers made an attack on the town 
area of Paris, and dropped bombs on 
residential quarters, A number of 
houses were destroyed, and over a 
hundred people killed, In air combat 
over the coastal area of Northern 
France seven 4-engined bombers and 
a fair number of enemy fighters were 
shot down.’’—(Reuter.) 

Marshal —BPétain, referring to 
vesterday’s raid on the Renault 
works, said:—‘‘] have just learned 
that the Parisian suburbs have this 
afternoon been the theatre of new 
Anglo-Saxon aggression. More .‘de&d, 
more wounded, more homes des- 
troved. This adds to the long and 
sad list of sufferers in our Northern 
towns in Brittany, Normandy and 
in Tunisia. While registering my 
protest against acts which nothing 
can justify, [ address to the families 
of these innocent victims the ex- 
pression of my deep sorrow and my 
affectionate sympathy.’’—(Reuter.) 


ESSEN BOMBED 


Essen, home of the Krupps arma- 
ment works, on Saturday suffered 
another heavy and concentrated raid 
by British Royal Air Force bombers, 
21 of which are missing.

were seen. Royal Air Force bombers 
had to faoe Germany’s strongest 
defences to attack this important 
target, which already had been 
battered - in previous assaults. 
‘‘Bomber Command dropped 900 
tons of bombs on Essen, and again 
hit the great .,rupps armament 
works. At one stage in the attack 
six 4,000-pounders were coming down 
every minute,” states the‘? Air 
Ministry News Service. ‘* Within 
half an hour a huge pall of 
smoke had rolled over the city, 
many. fires were burning 
y underneath. After some 
of the bomtt& were dropped..there| 
was a really big explosion.’ 
There was a second big explosion 
later. It was seen as the crews were 
crossing the Dutch coast—one 
hundred and thirty miles from Essen 
—and they saw the glow of the fire 
suddenly deepen and increase. 
Yesterday’s German communiqué 
stated:—‘‘ British bombers last 
night attacked several places in 
Western Germany. Fairly big 
damage resulted, particularly in the 
town area of Essen. The population 
suffered casualties. Night fighters 
and anti-aircraft guns shot down 21 
of the attacking ’planes. 


RAIDS ON ENGLAND 


‘Twelve persons were killed and 
many injured when seven or eight 
Focke-Wulf 190 fighter-bombers 
raided an English south-east coast 
town on Saturday at a time when 
the streets were. crowded with 
shoppers. One bomb destroyed a 
surface shelter in which about a 
dozen people had taken refuge, and 
all were killed. About 40 people in 
an* underground shelter escaped 
injury when the building above it 
was destroyed. Shops and houses 
were wrecked.

“The Eighth Army is assembling 
fresh forces—among them shock 
troops.

GERMAN REPORTS 


The German News Agency said

BUTTER 
IS SCARCE 


Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, speaking at Pallas and Kil- 
mallock, Co. Limerick, yesterday, 
explained what appears to some 
‘people the mystery of the present 
butter position. The shortage he 
said is not due to declining produc- 
tion, but to increased consumption. 
In the last twelve years, or so, there 
had been only a slight fall in the 
numbers of dairy  cattle—from 
1,222,000 to 1,206,000. On these 
figures the reduction in butter should 
not be more than one per cent. In 
the same period the production of 
creamery butter had actually in- 
creased. In 1931 exports of creamery 
and non-creamery butter amourited 
to 378,000 cwts., while last, year ex- 
ports were almost negligible, The 
consumption of butter at home in 
1942 was between 300,000 cwts and 
350,000 cwts. higher than in 1931, 
This was due to the fact that there 
was no margarine last year, and a 
scarcity of oil and fats. People were 
asking for more butter, and it was 
their task to try and meet it by 
increasing the* output by 20 or 25 
per cent. He appealed to the 
farmers to do this, and pointed to 
the fact that they had a secure and 
expanding market. There were two 
ways of doing this—either by im- 
proving herds or treating them 
etter, He recommended the latter 
course.
